Sacramento State President Alexander Gonzalez reinforced his 
commitment to Destination 2010, including a pledge to prepare more 
of California’s college students for teaching careers in mathematics 
and science, during his Aug. 25 fall address, . 

“T am fully committed to a new initiative underway to increase our 
participation in so-called STEM areas (Science, Technology, 


«Engineering and Math),” Gonzalez said. “We’ve received $500,000 


in federal funding for a planned Science and Space Center. We’re 
hoping Congress will provide an additional $1 million for fiscal year 
2006.” 

Destination 2010 includes various projects like the Recreation, 
Wellness and Events Center, on campus housing for as many as 5,000 
students and a proposed STEM initiative. These projects are part of a 
goal to make Sac State “a destination campus for the West and a flag- 
ship of the California State University System,” Gonzalez said. 

And part of Destination 2010 is to turn out top-notch educators in 
STEM areas, something Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger is also press- 
ing. 

In May, the governor asked California’s two public university 
systems, CSU and University of California, to work together to pre- 
pare teachers in areas that the state’s K-12 students have fallen behind 
in. 

“Tf California is to be a leader in tomorrow’s economy, we need 
to put more emphasis on science and math instruction,” 
Schwarzenegger said. “The science and math initiative will expand 
the efforts of our UC and CSU systems, with the goal of graduating 
at least four times as many new science and math teachers by the year

Although the 2005 Associated Student Inc. election is an event of 
the past, the ASI Board Members are working Wednesday to fill 
important positions that are still vacant in the election aftermath. 

ASI is looking to appoint two Sacramento State students to the 
positions of Director of Undeclared and Director of Health and 
Human Services. 

The spring election had provided candidates for the spots, but that 
the positions were later left empty because both students were aca- 
demically ineligible. 

Angel Barajas, ASI president, will announce his student appoint- 
ments for the positions at Wednesday’s working board meeting. The 
process was “somewhat competitive because we had been advertising 
the openings for 2-3 months,” Barajas said. 

The director positions can only be assumed by those. students 
enrolled in the college that they are running for, Barajas said. 

Some director positions, however, went virtually unopposed last 
election. For instance, the Director of Undeclared and the Director of 
Natural Sciences and Mathematics each offered only one candidate, 
leaving little choice to student voters. 

“My major doesn’t lend itself to politics because students are busy 
doing lab work,” said Clifford Hawley, director of Natural Sciences 
and Mathematics. 

Other majors may not encourage participation in student govern- 
ment for a similar reason. 

Christine Hopkins, Vice president of University Affairs, comment- 
ed that the Director of Undeclared position usually calls for freshmen 
or sophomore student representation because older classmen typical-

NEW YORK (AP) — Kevin fig- 
ures about half the male students at 
his suburban high school are regular 
poker players. It’s the latest teen rite 
of passage: Texas Hold ‘Em with the 
boys, a little low-budget action on the 
weekend. 

He started playing at age 15. 

By the end of his senior year, the 
now 17-year-old was hunting bigger 
games. He frequented illegal poker 
clubs on Long Island, where your 
birthday took a back seat to your 
bankroll. He dropped $2,000 betting 
during a family vacation in the 
Caribbean. When his job managing 
an ice cream shop conflicted with 
poker nights, he quit. 

As his losses inevitably swelled, 
Kevin — without hesitation or remorse 
— started looting a $30,000 college 
fund set up by his parents. “I didn’t 
care if I won or lost,” said Kevin, who 
went through $7,000 in three months. 
“T just wanted to gamble.” 

He wasn’t alone. This summer, 
while school was out, a growing 
number of America’s teens were 
going all in as the nation’s poker craze 
mesmerized a group that grew both 
larger and younger. 

Experts fear the obsession is put- 
ting America’s youth at its highest 
risk ever for compulsive betting — and 
worry that assistance programs are 
lagging. 

“T get calls from parents and kids, 
some as young as 14, every day,” said 
Arnie Wexler, a counselor and former 
head of the New Jersey Council on 
Compulsive Gambling. “This thing 
has exploded. [ve never, seen any- 
thing explode like this has in the last

Poker, particularly the incredibly 
popular Texas Hold ‘Em version 
played in the $56 million World 
Series of Poker, stands alongside hip- 
hop and video games as pillars of 
America’s youth culture. And as 
schools reopen this fall, the pool of 
potential underaged gamblers is 
spreading from the upper grades into 
the middle schools. 

According to a study by the 
Louisiana State University Health 
Sciences Center, 15.9 percent of in- 
state students between the sixth and 
12th grades admit to gambling-relat- 
ed woes or signs of addiction. Four 
percent report they were already 
stealing money from relatives to 
gamble. 

A national survey showed a huge 
increase in card-playing among 
males ages 14 to 22, with the number 
of youths reporting they gambled in 
card games at least once a week 
jumping from 6.2 percent in 2003 to 
11.4 percent last year — an increase of 
84 percent. The vast majority of 
poker players are males. 

It’s easier for a teenager to place a 
bet than to.buy a six-pack of beer or a 
pack of cigarettes. And more teens 
are taking advantage of the easy 
access to gambling, with dreams of 
making easy money. 

“Poker is huge,” said Kevin. 

There are no definitive statistics 
on the number of teenagers battling 
compulsive gambling problems 
nationwide. But Ed Looney, who fol- 
lowed Wexler as head of the New 
Jersey council, cites the 80-15-5 rule. 

“Eighty percent of the kids who 
gamble, there will be no impact on 
their lives,’ Looney said. “Fifteen 
percent will have some problem. And

5 percent will become addicted.” 

It’s a scary number. The risk of 
pathological gambling runs about 
twice as high among adolescents (5 
percent) as it does among adults (3 
percent), said Dr. Carlos Blanco, head 
of the gambling clinic at the 
Columbia University Medical 
Center. 

As the number of young gamblers 
increases, so does the number of 
young gamblers saddled with a prob- 
lem. Those odds, experts say, are 
unforgiving and indisputable. 

Many teens pick up the game 
from television, with its endless per- 
mutations of professional gamblers 
and celebrity wannabes, with its 
explanations of intricacies of the 
seven-card game. 

But there’s more than television at 
work here. Online gambling is just a 
mouse click away, accessible 24 
hours every day, 365 days per year. A 
Google search of play and Texas 
Hold ‘Em turned up more than 2 mil- 
lion results. 

“Everybody loves to win a hand,” 
said Dr. Neil Capretto, medical direc- 
tor of the Gateway Rehabilitation 
Center in Aliquippa, Pa. “It’s really a 
high.” 

Researchers at the National 
Council on Problem Gambling found 
that teens with a gambling problem 
were more likely to engage in risky 
behavior such as unsafe sex, binge 
drinking and skipping school. 

Gamblers also have the highest 
suicide rate of any addicted group. A 
19-year-old New Yorker lost $6,000 
on the 1997 World Series, then killed 
himself and left a note citing his debt.

ly have a declared major. However, 
many of the young, eligible stu- 
dents may not be ready for the ded- 
ication it takes to be a leader in stu- 
dent government. 

“Freshmen don’t seem to have 
much of a voice on campus because 
they’re just, learning their way 
around,” Hawley said. 

With regards to the Director of 
Health and Human _ Services, 
Hopkins expressed that the position 
attracted initial interest around elec- 
tion time, but some of the possible 
candidates were unable to make the 
time commitments necessary. 

“Tt seems that students do not 
want to step up and get involved,” 
Hopkins wrote in an e-mail. 

All board members must put in 
a minimum of 18 hours each 
month, making time constraints an 
issue for students who have busy 
work and school schedules. The 
time commitment may have turned 
students away, contributing to. the 
lack of ASI interest last election, 


To apply for the positions, stu- 
dents were required to complete a 
written application. After that, ASI 
president Angel Barajas conducted 
personal interviews “to sift out and 
pick out who he feels is the top of 
the top,” Hopkins said. 

Following the interviews, the 
board directors will convene at the 
working board meeting. on 
Wednesday to review Barajas’ candi- 
dates. When ASI meets Sept. 14, the 
board of directors will take a vote, 
deciding if the appointed candidates 
meet the criterion for each position. 

Overall, there is a sense of opti- 
mism among board members about 
the students already elected the 
board of directors. 

“There are four (board mem- 
bers) that have experience on the 
board, but also new participation 
bringing fresh ideas,” Barajas said. 
“T am looking forward to the start of 
the year with all 15 members.”

State looks into rising gas prices:

SACRAMENTO - State Attorney General 
Bill Lockyer on Friday launched a probe into 
possible price gouging by gas and oil companies 
following Hurricane Katrina. 

He said the investigation was prompted by 
complaints from California residents about ris- 
ing gas prices after the hurricane, which 
destroyed oil platforms and damaged refineries 
along the Gulf Coast. 

“Hurricane Katrina has broken families, dev- 
astated communities and destroyed lives,” 
Lockyer said in a written statement. “To unjust- 
ly profit from tragedy is unconscionable.” 

His investigation will examine whether oil 
companies or retailers violated antitrust or unfair 
business practice laws. It also will examine 
whether they broke a state law that bars retailers 
from raising prices more than 10 percent during 
government-declared emergencies. 

Lockyer said he plans to subpoena records 


owners set the price at the pump. He asked con- 
sumers and employees of gas stations and oil 
companies to contact his office if they have 
information about gouging or other practices 
that may be illegal. 

His office established an e-mail address to sub- 
mit those reports: gaspricinghotline @doj.ca.gov. 

Lockyer questioned whether the storm could 
justify higher prices in California because he 
said the state receives little or no refined gaso- 
line from the Gulf region and no crude oil from 
there. 

The industry understands consumers’ frus- 
tration with the higher prices, but gouging isn’t 
to blame, said Anita Mangels, spokeswoman for 
the Western States Petroleum Association. 

“Petroleum products, including gasoline, are 
traded on the global market, so no matter where 
a disruption occurs, that affects prices every- 
where,” she said. 

Recent higher prices have been driven by 
higher demand, inadequate infrastructure and a 
jump in crude oil prices, she said.

2010.” 

Within the CSU system during the 2002-03 school 
year, 12,798 potential teachers graduated. Only 1,466 
— less than 7 percent — went into math and science, 
according to the CSU system Web site. 

While the governor has allocated $1 million to assist 
California’s colleges and universities to excel in STEM 
areas, Gonzalez is optimistic about the future of those 
areas at Sac State. 

“Sacramento State is a place of opportunity, where stu- 
dents get the education they need to be leaders in their 
fields and leaders in their communities,” he said. “Planning 
efforts are underway to provide a clearer plan for campus 
technology, reaffirm our commitment to educational equi- 
ty and enhance our sponsored research activity.” 

Tom Landerholm, assistant professor in the depart- 
ment of biological sciences, is leading the effort to cre- 
ate a strategic plan for the future of STEM on the capi- 
tal campus. 

Landerholm met with a small committee Aug. 31 
and is expected to provide a full statement with specifics 
on the program this week, said Ric Brown, provost and 


mo 
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vice president for academic affairs. 


The 2005-06 Sac State budget includes funding to 


help meet the state’s shortage in nurses and K-12 math 
and science teachers. 

Senior Christine de Leon, a nursing major, said she is 
hopeful of what new funding could do in her program. 

“T think increasing the funds will be a great help to 
the nursing department,” de Leon said. “They can def- 
initely use the funding to hire more instructors, both for 
lecture and for clinical, and they could possibly accept 
more students each semester.” 

While nursing students are automatically signed up 
for their classes each semester, an increase in instructors 
could allow for the acceptance of more students where 
seats are currently limited, de Leon said. 

And while the STEM initiative is one facet of the 
proposed changes that are scheduled for completion by 
2010, Gonzalez is focused on the project as a whole. 

“The year ahead promises to be a busy one,” he said. 
“The specific goals of our Destination 2010 initiative 
will remain our priorities.”

major with a minor in Spanish, said 
although NAK is a Chicano interest frater- 
nity and has a mostly Chicano member- 
ship, they allow all ethnicities to join. 

Neblina said Sac State is actually the 
least diverse chapter out of all of them. 
NAK had a Swedish exchange-student at 
San Diego State University. 

Sigma Omega Nu also extends mem- 
bership to non-Latinas. 

“Although we are a Latina Interest 
Sorority we do not discriminate,” Nunez 
said. 

Some cultural organizations don’t feel 
support from the campus in their activities 
and recruitment periods. 

Nunez thinks the campus could be 
more helpful, like they are for Panhellenic 
and the InterFraternity Council, in making 
new students aware of culturally based 
Greek organizations. 

“As an individual, I think the school is 
welcoming because they offer so many 
clubs and organizations for what ever 
you're into,” Neblina said. . 

Still, Neblina and many others felt that 
those clubs and organizations weren’t 
very welcomed and needed a bigger 
organization to represent them. 

“That’s why we started the United 
Sorority and Fratemity Council,” Neblina 
said. “We wanted a bigger voice representing 
the groups to show that we are organized.” 

The United Sorority and Fraternity 
Council was founded in 2003 “‘to assist 
culturally diverse sororities and fraterni- 
ties in the achievement of their noble pur- 
poses and to provide a forum for the regu- 
lation of chapter interactions” according 

‘to the Student Activities Office Web site. 

Senior interior design major and 
Chinese-American Kat Lew is the presi- 
dent of Sigma Omicron Pi. The. sorority 
has been at Sac State since 1992 and is a 
part of the United Sorority Fraternity 
Council. Although they are an Asian- 
American interest sorority, they invite all 
ethnicities to join. 

The purpose of Sigma Omicron Pi is to 
promote lifelong friendship, unity, leader- 
ship and service, Lew said. 

Although the traditionally white fraterni- 
ties and sororities are becoming increasingly 
diverse, many minority students still flock to 
Greek organizations that are familiar. 

“I wasn’t going to join anything and 
then I got handed a flyer in the quad one 
day that showed Mexican heritage,”

Neblina said. “I met the guys and they 
acted like my friends from back home.” 

Nunez also found an organization that 
focused on her heritage to be more appeal- 
ing than others. 

“J joined Sigma Omega Nu because I 
felt it fit my personal needs; I felt more of 
a connection with the members and felt I 
could relate much more than if I had joined 
a historically white sorority,” Nunez said. 

Neblina thinks that most people tend to 
stick to what they are used to. 

“Even Mexicans that I know in other 
traditionally white fraternities hung out 
with those kinds of people in high school,” 
Neblina said. “When you join a group, 
you want to be accepted.” 

Lew said that she never really looked 
into other options for sororities. 

“My sister was in the same sorority at 
a different school and she said, “be open to 
everything,” Lew said. “(Sigma Omicron 


Pi) were the one sorority that approached 
me. I don’t go to any rush events for any 
other sororities because I felt a good fit 
with (Sigma Omicron Pi).” 

Although Neblina thinks the network- 
ing in traditional fraternities is more useful 
because of the amount of resources, he 
says there is still room for growth. 

“You gain a lot of skills, especially 
organizational skills and you learn how to 
deal with people,” Neblina said. “Just 
because we're all Latinos doesn’t mean 
we're going get along.” 

In addition to the six Panhellenic soror- 
ities on campus, Sac State recognizes three 
National Pan-Hellenic and seven sororities 
in the United Sorority Fraternity Council. 

“T feel the campus is welcoming to our 
organization just because we were able to 
be recognized on campus as a sorority,” 
Nunez said. “I haven’t had any encounters 
yet where I didn’t feel that our organiza- 


tion was (recognized).” 

Lew said she didn’t think groups that 
want to be active on campus deal with dis- 
crimination. 

According to the Student Activities 
Office, Sac State recognizes two National 
Pan-Hellenic fraternities, six United 
Sorority Fraternity Council fraternities 
and nine InterFraternity Council organiza- 
tions on campus. 

Some minority organizations feel that 
they don’t get all the attention that the tra- 
ditional Greeks do. 

“Many minority organizations partici- 
pate in the Cesar Chavez Community 
Service day sponsored by Associated 
Students Inc.; we are one of those organi- 
zations,” Nunez said.

It’s a logical complaint considering cow crossings are 
usually the only congestion that rural folks encounter.

These are the sights from passing 
cars on the way to Sacramento State and 
traveling around town.

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Clay exhibit fires up

The “CA Clay” exhibit opened Friday at Library 
Gallery with whimsical, abstract and serious pieces 
dating back as far as 1955. 

The exhibit, which is a part of the private collection 
of ceramic art enthusiast Bob Aichele, comes at a time 
when ceramics are making a big comeback. 

“Ceramics are a hot topic right now,” said Auna 
Kirk, exhibition coordinator. “It’s been 50 years since 
it broke through and it’s becoming a buzz in the art 
world.” 

But the ceramics on display are not just vases, 
plates and mugs. Many are the product of what 
became known as a funk era in ceramic art. 

Most in the art world credit the abstract expression- 
ist movement in ceramics to artist Peter Voulkos. 
After serving in World War II, Voulkos pursued an 
education in art and taught for a short period of time at 
the Otis Art Institute in Los Angeles. 

Though Voulkos was considered a big success 
among his contemporaries at Otis, he was released due 
to his modern teaching methods and later accepted a 
teaching position with the University of California, 
Berkeley, according to the exhibit. 

Sac State senior Dan Corcoran, an art major, came 
to Friday’s ceremony because of his interest in pottery 
and to ponder what artists like Voulkos were hoping to

express through their art. 

“Clay in general has a tendency to be really expres- 
sive, more so than sculptures,” he said. “It’s very 
manipulative and you can do anything you want with 
it. These pieces are still meaningful today and could 
not be expressed in any other medium.” 

Works such as artist Robert Ameson’s “House 
Box” represent his view on his life while living in a 
track home neighborhood in Davis. The piece is a 
house, container and sculpture all in one and begs the 
viewer to peer inside. 

A shiny purple Volkswagen Bug, a 1967 work of 
Australian artist Margaret Dodd, represents the interest 
and feeling of the era she was working in. Dodd 
trained under Arneson and her body of work focuses 
almost entirely on Volkswagens. 

All of the pieces in the exhibit come from Aichele 
and many are the result of friendships with the artists 
themselves. 

“A lot of these I received directly from the artist,” 
Aichele said. “Peter Voulkos lived in Berkeley and he 
never wanted to sell anything, but he gave me_a few 
pieces. I knew Ameson too and he gave me a few as well.” 

Also included in the exhibit are the works of Peter 
VandenBerg, David Gilhooly and Henry Takemoto. 

The exhibit is free and runs through Noy. 12.

Former Hornet receiver 
becomes team’s only 
undrafted free agent

Add another name to the list of Sacra- 
mento State players currently in the NFL. 

Fred Amey, the school’s all-time leading re- 
ceiver, is now one of four former Hornets to 
currently play in the NFL after making the 
San Francisco 49ers 53-man roster. 

The Union City native joins Daimon Shel- 
ton of the Buffalo Bills, Lonie Paxton of the 
New England Patriots, and former teammate 
Marco Cavka of the New York Jets as former 
Hornets who are suiting up for NFL teams. 

“If I had one word to describe it as, it’s un- 
believable,” 
Amey said of 
making the team. 
“Tt still hasn’t hit 
me yet. I don’t 
think it will sink 
in until we take 
the team picture 
(Tuesday). I’ve 
wanted to do this 
since I was 8- 
years old so this 
is still pretty un- 
believable to me.” 

Amey was 
one of six wide 
receivers to make the 49ers opening day ros- 
ter. He joins Johnnie Morton (12-year veter- 
an who’s played with Kansas City and De- 
troit), Brandon Lloyd, Arnaz Battle, Rashaun 
Woods and fellow rookie Rasheed Marshall as 
49ers wide receivers. Amey is the only mem- 
ber of the 49ers team who’s an undrafted free 
agent. 

“What makes it whole lot sweeter is mak- 
ing the 49ers, a team I grew up watching as a 
kid,” Amey said. “Jerry Rice was always my 
favorite player growing up and since I’m close 
to home all my friends and family can come 
watch me play. I’ve played Pop Warner, high 
school, college and now the pros all within 100 
miles of each other.” 

Amey will go into the regular season as the 
fourth wide receiver in competition for that 
spot with Woods, the 49ers’ 2004 1st-round 
pick. 

He will also play special teams, possibly as 
a kick or punt retumer. During the pre-season 
Amey caught six passes for 83 yards and one 
touchdown, and returned four kickoffs for 96 
yards.

This Saturday against the Cal Poly Mustangs, Sacramento 
State will try to do something no Steve Mooshagian coached 
team has ever done, and that is win on the road. After losing to 
California Saturday, the Hornets are 0-12 on the road under 
Mooshagian. 

The losing streak dates back to the 2002 season when the John

umboldt County is known for one thing: 
Horses The county, located in the north- 

rn tip of California, is referred to as the 
marijuana capitol of North America, and has been 
mentioned in countless rap songs. It is home to the 
best hemp this side of Amsterdam, and with it 
comes an unparalleled reputation. 

Humboldt State University, located in the city 
of Arcata, is well known for its reputation as a 
“stoner” college. A recent issue of High Times 
magazine named Humboldt State number 8 in its 
list of the “Top 10 cannabis colleges.” 

The county has been dealing with marijuana 
problems for years, and consequently the school’s 
image suffers because of it. 

Some students at Humboldt State feel the 
school’s marijuana reputation is exaggerated by 
people outside the area. 

Esmeralda Santana, a senior psychology major 
at Humboldt State, said the school’s reputation is 
larger outside the area than it is on campus. 
Santana says students are aware of marijuana and 
its prominence in Humboldt, but aren’t so con- 
cerned with it. 

“It’s known to be more common here, but it’s 
the same on all college campuses,” Santana said. 

Nicole Alvarado, Humboldt State’s Associated 
Students President, feels the recent High Times 
article exploits the school’s negative image on a 
large scale. “We do not have any more of a mari- 
juana problem than any other university does,” said 

Alvarado.

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Billie Waltz, an undeclared sophomore 
at Humboldt State said he agrees 
with Alvarado. “If you look for it, 
you'll find it, but no more than 
you would anywhere else,” 
Waltz said. 

Roberto Quintana, 
associate professor of 
exercise physiology at 
Sacramento State, is a 
Humboldt State alum. 

Quintana said recre- 
ational activity and parties at 
Humboldt State are similar to 
what happens at Sac State and 
other universities. “The big dif- 
_ ference between Humboldt State 
and Sac State is the centralized cam- 
pus and liberal community of Humboldt 
compared to the commuter campus at Sac 

State,” Quintana said. 

Humboldt’s reputation for. marijuana is, based on 
the area’s history as a liberal, agricultural community. 
The environment gives prospective marijuana growers a 
perfect location to plant their crops. 

Alvarado said the community is liberal and more open 
to talk about marijuana, which may lead to people to 
make assumptions. “It is talked about more in the public 
eye, which makes it more’of an issue,” Alvarado said. 

Former Arcata resident James Long said he left the 
county after six years because of the lack of job opportu- 
nities. He said that marijuana was prevalent when he 
lived there. 

‘Twas invited to smoke weed more times up there 
than when I grew up in Los Angeles,” Long said. He 
says the amount of marijuana available 1s directly related 
to the environment and the agriculture. 

Waltz said the environment is suited for growing mar- 
ijuana. 

Despite an ideal environment for harvesting 
marijuana, significant amounts are rarely seized 
from Humboldt County.

reputation attracts

Marijuana Planting’s Web site, 
Humboldt County ranked 10th 
among California counties with 
15,809 plants seized in 2004. 
Riverside led the list with 97,104 
plants seized. 

CAMP works in conjunction 
with local Sheriff’s departments 
to eradicate marijuana plants 
from all over the state. This year, 
the group has broken all previous 
records for seizures including 
taking over 20,400 plants from 
Humboldt County in early 
August. 

The university occasionally 
attracts new students based on 
the regions reputation for mari- 
Juana production. The CAMP 
numbers indicate that production 
is not as large as originally pre- 
dicted. 

Thomas Dewey, interim 
police chief for Humboldt State 
said in an e-mail that students 
who come to Humboldt because 
of the county’s reputation would 
face stiff penalties for marijuana 
violations. “We give no breaks 
to anyone selling or furnishing 
marijuana on campus,” he said. 

Students caught will face both 
administrative charges from the 
university as well as criminal 
charges. 

Police at Humboldt State 
make an average of 100 citations 
or arrests each year for marijuana 
violations. Dewey said these 
arrests include both students and 
non-students who are arrested 
during campus events such as 
concerts. 

Medical marijuana patients 
pose a dilemma for university 
police since state law conflicts 
with federal law. State law 
allows card carrying medical 
marijuana patients to possess the 
substance, while federal law pro- 
hibits it. 

Humboldt State police enforce

apper-producer Kanye West 
Rete his sophomore 
bum “Late Registration” 
this week. This follow-up attempt 
to his explosive first album, 
“College Dropout,’ is a decent 
collection of lyrical punch lines 
mixed with beats that are over pro- 
duced. 

His first two singles from the 
album, “Diamonds” and “Gold 
Digger,” seem promising but only 
increased anticipation for what 
could have been another classic 
Kanye album. The majority of 
songs seem slow and boring at 
first, but once played over and 
over, the album begins to grow on 
you. 

This album is quite different 
than his first and has collabora- 
tions with such artists as Nas, Jay- 
Z, Paul Wall, The Game, and John 
Mayer to name a few. 

With track “Bring Me Down,” 
he consistently uses analogies and 
thought provoking lyrics like: 
“Everybody feel a way about K, 
but at least you feel something.” 

Although Kanye’s flow is not 
the best, the beats and the music 
make up for that. Kanye fails to 
utilize the incredible talents of 
Nas, Common, and Cam’ron on 
this album which would have 
increased the effectiveness of the 
overall message. This is truly a 
very self-conscious album that 
strays away from what most hip- 
hop albums deliver, but it does not 
prove to be as impressive as his 
debut album.

“The bottom line is that med- 
ical marijuana patients must keep 
their marijuana off campus,” 
Dewey said. 

In spite of its reputation, 
Humboldt State provides strong 
academic programs. Humboldt 
State is the smallest school in the 
CSU system with just over 7,500 
students enrolled. The university 
offers 23 student run organiza- 
tions, the most of any CSU cam- 
pus. The small enrollment allows 
for small class sizes as well as 
better communication between 
students and faculty. 

Alvarado said the county’s 
image has taken attention away 
from Humboldt State’s academic 
programs. She said the school 
has a very strong biological sci- 
ences program as well as the only 
Native American studies program 
in the entire CSU system. 

Waltz said that academics are 
not downplayed. and that stu- 
dents that go to the school get a 
quality education. “Some stu- 
dents come here under the 
assumption that we’re a party 
school, but they leave with a 
good education,” she said. 

“It is important for people 
outside of Humboldt to realize 
that we breed social conscious 
individuals who are more apt to 
be leaders,” Alvarado said. She 
said she hopes that people will 
look at Humboldt for its educa- 
tional value rather than its mari- 
juana image.

Here’s the kicker: You can find out all of this before even talking to 
her. It just takes one look at her MySpace.com profile. 

MySpace has emerged as the premier online destinations for college- 
age adults like Howe to maintain a personalized home page, connect 
with friends and meet people with similar interests. 

“I’ve moved probably three times in the past two years — so I got 
sucked in so I could stay in contact with all my friends,” said Howe, the 
moderator for the Sacramento State MySpace bulletin board. 

It’s not just Howe who has been sucked in. MySpace has attracted 
over 22 million users since it was launched in January 2004. According 
to published reports in the San Francisco Chronicle and The New York

Times, online market researcher 
comScore Media Metrix found that 
MySpace generates more hits -the 
number of times a page is viewed 
monthly — than Google. The only 
domains that see more interest are 
Yahoo, AOL, MSN and eBay. 

Statistics available on the Web 
site show that there are 5,972 current 
Sac State students and 2,113 alumni 
with registered profiles. 

Business administration freshman 
Michele Danthon is one of them. 
She’s had a profile since high school 
and she checks it out every day. 

“You always have new messages, 
new comments,” Danthon said. 
“Something happens with my page 
about every day.” 

Starting a profile is easy. 
MySpace generates revenue through 
ad banners placed on the top of 
every page. That keeps it free. 

Users put as much about them- 
selves onto their profile as they want. 
There’s an interest section to list 
favorite movies, TV shows and 
music. Users can include where they 
went to high school, write a detailed 
description about themselves and 
even set up a blog to rant and rave. 

And of course, there are the per- 


sonal photos. Anyone who has been on MySpace has seen the variety of 
close up shots of users smiling for the camera or contorting their face to 
get the best laugh. Party photos and self-portraits of women in their bed- 


rooms remain popular. 


“People use that as a dating service; like that’s the only way they 
meet people,” Howe said. “You have people on there who are on there 
only because their friends made them get on there. You have people who 
spend more time on their profiles than they do working at a job.
